bond issue to finance water and 
sewer 
line 
extensions 
in 


southeast Corsicana, continued to 
study necessary revampment 
and enlargement of the disposal 
plant 
and 
heard 
recom- 


mendations calling for some new 
traffic controls and graduated 
speed zones on highway ap- 
proaches to the city. 


As this was not an official 


meeting, no decisions could be 
made, but only explored and 
discussed as the basis for 
arriving at future decisions. 


City Manager Bob Brockman 


City To Consider $250,000 Bond Issue 


advised he would place on the 
Commission's Dec. 7 agenda the 
matter of considering calling a 
bond issue early in 1972 and 
arriving at a decision as to 
specific projects to be included in 
the bond issue. 


Brockman reported that the 


Trinity River Authority is not 
pressing for an immediate 
decision from the city on whether 
a contract between them will call 
for TRA to handle disposal plant 
enlargement and 
thereafter 


operate and maintain the plant, 
or whether TRA would be 
responsible only for construction 
with the city continuing to 
operate and maintain the plant. 
Brockman 
reiterated 
his 


recommendation that Corsicana 


operate and maintain the plant, 
after enlargement by TRA under 
a contract, because the city can 
do so cheaper. 


He reminded them a projected 


TRA budget for first year 
operation and maintenance of 
$142,000 included about $30,000 
more in salaries for the same 
number of plant 
employes 


Corsicana now has, and greater 
built-in costs for supplies, 
electrical power, plus allowances 
for an audit which the river 
authority requires be a part of the 
package. 


City Commissioners, with three 


of the four newly elected this 
year—John Carlock, Bob Scott 
and P.D. Fullwood—have been 
concerned that lack of proper 


maintenance, or not enough 
budgeted funds in the past has 
been in large measure respon- 
sible for problems and inability of 
the present plant to treat sewage 
up to state required levels. 


Voicing their concern, Com- 


missioner H. R. Stroube Jr., 
observed that if the Commission 
contracted 
with 
TRA 
for 


operation and maintenance, then 
they knew they faced a firm 
commitment costwise and would 
meet it with assurance they 
would get what they paid for; on 
the other hand, he said if the city 
were to continue operations they 
might continue to cut back and 
economize because the absolute 
necessity wasn't there, trying to 
save some money. 


Brockman pointed out the city 


has budgeted over the next fiscal 
year $95,000 for the disposal plant 
operation, and he estimated it 
could operate and maintain the 
enlarged plant for another $10,000 
to $12,000. 


The City Manager distributed 


payout schedules worked up by 
First Southwest Co., fiscal ad- 
visor, on a $250,000 bond issue 
with interest calculated at 5Va per 
cent for a 20-year maturity, with 
$158,130 in interests costs making 
the issue cost overall $408,130 
(estimated). 


Brockman expressed belief this 


amount would finance con- 
struction of a 14-inch waterline 
from Lake Halbert to the in- 
dustrial park on E. Hwy 31 to tie 


in with an existing 12-inch line, 
effecting a "loop", increasing 
both volume, and particularly 
pressure required for fire- 
fighting and insurance coverage 
purposes for plants in the district. 
Additionally, he said the bond 
issue should cover about $20,000 
in improvements at the Halbert 
water treatment plant, and 
$10,000 for extending a 10-inch 
sewer main from its eastern 
terminal in the industrial park 
eastward 1,650 feet to the city 
limits and the beginning line of 
Cotton Belt railroad's property. 


He reminded city officials that 


when Corsicana annexed the 
industrial park lands along E.

sicana residents piled out of their homes 
ringing cow bells, honking horns, and 
blowing whistles to celebrate the end of 
the "big war."

via a bulletin printed by the Daily Sun at 
2:15 a.m. with the gigantic words 
"Armistice Has Been Signed" decked 
across the top, with a few details, also in 
large type on the bottom. 


Another^ Page-One bulletin rolled off 


the press at 6 a.m. urging every citizen 


in the town and surrounding area to 
close their places of business at 2 p.m. so 
that they may all take part in a huge 
celebration arranged by the Daily Sun,

Q: I've often heard it said we are going 


to have a big pecan crop when we have a 
heavy falling of acorns from oaks like we 
are having at this time. Is this really 
true, or just Ian "old timer's saying"? 
(Mrs. D.W.) 
v 


A: It well could be an Old saying, but it 


isn't necessarily true. On the other hand, 
it has been known to happen that large 
pecan crops occur in the same years 
with heavy acorn fallings, expert hor- 
ticulturists 
of the Texas Extension 


Service at A&M advised County Agent 
Gene Sears to whom this inquiry was 
directed. Back in the Spring when the 
oaks .and pecans were blooming con- 
ditions were "ideal" in this local area for 
oak trees, but the physiology of trees, 
just as in humans, differ, and it doesn't 
necessarily follow that pollination of 
pecans occurred at the same level. Sears 
acknowledges, frpm his personal ob- 
servations around the county that the 
"nut crop" that is, the clusters, on both 
types of trees this season, are above 
normal, but says at the same time the 
"crop" of edible pecans won't he 
correspondingly as large because the 
insect and disease problems associated 
with cultivated pecans were not properly 
and fully treated to assure a large crop. 
True, a lot more pecans may fall from 
trees, but whether they are edible is yet 
another matter.

Laboratory equipment bid from the

at $5,657.74. 


Other items included a bid for a boiler 
from the Kewanee Boiler Corporation 
for a cost of $48,603, and a bid for an 
EKG machine from the Hewlett- 
Packard Company for a cost of $1,603.08. 


In his monthly report, the hospital 


administrator said total expenses were 
$86,099.71. Ths report was accepted by 
the commissioners. 


Barren said bid recommendations for 


a nurse call system will be presented at 
the Dec. 1 meeting of the county com- 
missioners. 


The hospital administrator 
also 


received permission to advertise for bids 
for five other equipment items. These 
items include a fetal care monitor, a 
fiber optic laparoscope, a surgical 
miscroscope, a uterine aspirator, and a 
package bid for special procedure 
equipment in the X-ray room.

"As far as I know." 


Merrill, who is in his sixth year 


as principal of the high school, 
explained that the present dress 
code was "more or less an un- 
derstanding" with all students 
and that it had evolved to its 
present form over the past five 
years. 


Asked if the code was posted so 


that all students might read it, 


Merrill said it was hot. "This is a 
small community," he told Dunn, 
"and the word gets around." 


Neither Godley nor Merrill 


were able to say when the dress 
code was prepared in written 
form. The principal said that he 
and a committee of teachers at 
the high school make the 
determination in individual cases 
of whether a student conforms 
with the code, which is suggested 
to Godley by Merrill and then 
passed on to the school board for 
official action.

Big Thicket Plea 


Judge Douglas Appointed 


To State Study Committee 


Dr. Pete Gunter, president of 


the Big Thicket Association of 
Texas, was guest speaker for the 
Monday luncheon meeting of the 
Corsicana Kiwanis Club. 


Dr. Gunter, who is a member of 


the faculty at North Texas State 
University in Denton, stated that 
the Big Thicket, bounded on the 
east by the Neches River and on 
the west by the Trinity, is a 
combination of piney woods, 
swamp or everglades, tropical 
rain forest and prairie land. 


Game in the East Texas area 


includes 
bear, 
panthers, 


alligators, 
Golden Eagles, 


snakes, bald eagles, white tail 
deer and small game of many 
varieties. 


Plant life includes 35 species of 


orchirds, an equal number of fern 
specials, 100 different kinds of 
trees, 200 species of shrubs and 
l,2flO varieties of flowering 
plants, and many new species are 
constantly being discovered. 


"There is everything down 


there", Dr. Gunter stated, and 
added that it is easy to get lost in 
the heavily forested area. A 
haven for naturalists, it offers a 
wide .variety of recreation. An 
ideal place for hiking, it offers 
possibilities of canoe trips along 
the rivers and streams. 


Dr. 
Gunter 
cited 
many 


scientific reasons for preserving 
the Big Thicket, including 
preserving its animal life, rare 
birds and flowers, as well as fqr 
general conservation purposes. 


The area is now owned mostly 


by large land companies, out of 
state organizations and lumber 


companies which are bulldozing 
the natural plant life and planting 
fast growing slash pine. 


About 35,000 acres of the Big 


Thicket has been bulldozed in the 
last two years, the speaker 
pointed out, and added that some 
action must be taken in the next 
four years if it is to be saved. 


Dr. Gunter said that Senators 


Bentsen and Tower have in- 
dicated an interest in doing 
something to preserve the area, 
and that he hopes it will be 
possible to save at least 100,000 
acres of the thicket area which 
originally covered 3% million 
acres.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


Generally, people eat what 
they want to eat. Even when 
prices go higher. Today, 
when all experts state that 
prices must go higher be- 
cause of increased labor, 
packaging, real estate, trans- 
portation, etc., costs, many 
find it difficult to change 
their p a t t e r n of eating 
despite the harsher drain on 
their food budgets. 


"People could .eat for less 


but they don't want to," says 
Eileen Taylor, a Consumer 
Research Specialist of the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture, and mother of 
two young children. 


' 'Although they could be as- 


sured of the same quality of 
nutrition and of much va- 
riety. But that could take 
careful planning and a cer- 
tain a m o u n t of. market 
restraint. No more impulse 
buying—picking up an item 
mainly because it is .tempt- 
ingly displayed. Women will 
have to learn not to be 
rushed into purchasing by 
advertising. They will have 
to adjust to the fact that 
the size of their income, not 
their set food pattern alone, 
will ultimately decide what 
foods they can-buy," she 
adds. 


Advance planning of meals 


is no longer profitable. 


"No more planning ahead. 


Now I plan each meal ac- 
cording to the supermarket 
special —" chicken; 
turkey, 


pork cuts, 
ground round 


steak, etc. Whatever meat is 
a special, that meat deter- 
mines my dinner for the 
family," reports Christine 
Rose Pines, home economist 
in business and mother of 
two in college and one in 
high school. "I've pretty 
much cut out luxury meats, 
such as roast and chops un- 
less my market puts them 
on sale. Even so, they are 
still high."

Children eat enormously. 


"Yes, of course. But mine 
have to work to 
make 


enough money to , buy the 
extra foods they enjoy but 
don't actually need. I've 
noticed that teen-agers have 
a habit these days of spend- 
ing their money for meals in 
pretty 
good restaurants," 


she says. 
; 


In many homes today; you 


find large pot roasts taking 
the former place of large rib 
roasts. 


"Luxury meats I rarely 


buy any more. I've ceased 
being frivolous in my shop- 
ping. For example, now I 
buy meats for two days' din- 
ners, not for dinner one 
night, and for sandwiches 
next day," confesses Anita 
Fial, home economist in 
business and mother of two 
young children. 


She is convinced that more 


caution 
in b u y i n g and 


searching for best values can 
help' the budget make the 
grade, 
despite 
advanced 


prices. 


"Now 
I don't buy the extra 


cake to have in the house. I 
don't buy the overpriced, 
sugar-coated cereals I used 
to. Nor those fancy brightly 
frosted 
little cakes. Nor 


fresh fruits out of season. 


"But 
I do not cut down on 


basics, such as eggs and 
milk. I try to remain stable, 
not being close-fisted one 
day and overly generous the 
next. This takes self-disci- 
pline and discipline in food 
buying .for a mother of two 
kids and a husband does not 
come easy. Incidentally, I 
try not to let my children 
come to market with me. 
Somehow they always run 
my food bill up. They think 
we need far more food than 
we actually do, you see," 
she observes, smiling,

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Ralph Nader Makes Plea for Better Vehicles 


EDITOR'S NOTE-Where ddes 


the main blame lie for auto ac- 
cidents—on the car or on the 
driver? The question has been the 
subject of heated debate for some 
time. In the following, consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader makes a 
plea for better vehicles

For decades, the immense 


traffic casualties on our high- 
ways have been diagnosed as the 


drivers' fault. The driver has 
been blamed as the cause of the 
crashes and 
injuries 
and 


heralded as the remedy for their 
prevention. 


About the only foundation for 


such a singular concentration on 
driver behavior was that it 
averted the spotlight from the 
role of the vehicle or the motor 
vehicle manufacturers and from 
the highway, or government. 


In recent years a much more 


scientific and effective analysis 


has received support from traffic 
safety specialists. It can be 
stated simply. Of all the multiple 
causes and multiple remedies 
which lead to or prevent crashes 
and injuries, which ones are most 
likely to cut the causal sequence 
and prevent casualties? 
More specifically, which rem- 
edies are most effective, longest 
lasting, cheapest and easiest to 
implement? 
The answer is the vehicle, even if 
drivers are the .sole cause of all 


crashes—which they are not. 
This is the case because we can 
always engineer vehicles to be 
safer. But we cannot expect 
driver performance to be perfect 
at all times driving unsafe 
vehicles. Let two examples serve 
for many. 


Drivers often lock their brakes 


in panic stopping, especially on 
wet pavement. One approach is 
to teach all drivers how not to 
lock their brakes through driver 
training courses. Another is to 


install antilocking 
braking 


systems on cars so that drivers 
could not lock their brakes 
regardless of the conditions 
under which the vehicle was 
being stopped. 


Given the frequency of the 


locked brake and skid in crash 
situations, it is more effective, 
more consistent, cheaper and 
easier to design engineering so- 
lutions into vehicles than to 
educate 100 million drivers about 
the /delicate sensitivities of 


locking brakes. 


The benefit cost of the anti- 


locking device pales, however, in 
comparison with the collision- 
avoidance 
system 
through 


sensors which could be on cars 
before the end of the decade. This 
system would automatically 
actuate the braking system and 
prevent collisions. 


Secondly, once the vehicle 


crashes, tie "second collision" 
occurs when the occupant slams 
against the vehicle interior. 


Here is where such elementary 


crashworthy features as col- 
lapsible steering assemblies, 
energy absorbing dash panels, 
laminated windshields, head re- 
straints, and safety belts serve to 
lessen or thwart energy forces 
from injuring occupants. 


The air bag, or other passive 


occupant restraints, which will 
be on motor vehicle in a few 
years, will do an even more 
complete and effective job of 


cushioning people against colli- 
sion forces. 


While efforts to find effective 


and cheaper ways to curb 
drinking drivers or redesign 
hazardous highways must con- 
tinue, the driver or highway .ap- 
proach cannot compare with the 
sharp and relatively 
rapid 


reduction in fatalities and sev- 
erity of injuries which can result 
from safer cars. 


ace Probes Near a Rendezvous w/fh /Mars 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Three sfiace probes from earth- 
one American and two Russian— 
,are neaping a rendezvous with 
jyiars that might help answer a 
penturf'old question: is there life 
there?;;; .. 
The U.S. spacecraft, Mariner 9, 
arrived; Nov. 13, orbiting Mars 


'''arid''dipping to 750 miles Of the 
! .surface on each revolution, 


it will not be landing on 


Jlie pUJfet, Mariner will be able to 
'tell slfentists only whether 


conditions seem to favor the 
possibility of life. 


But the Russian craft, Mars 2 


and 3, whose arrival dates aren't 
certain, are almost five times 
heavier than Mariner. This had 
led some U.S. space experts to 
speculate that the Soviets may 
attempt to land a capsule or 
remotely controlled rover on th 
Martian surface, as they've done 
on the moon. 


Presumably, such landers 


would be equipped with in- 


struments to detect primitive 
plants or microorganisms if 
they're present. 


If the Russians do land, they'll 


be at least four years ahead of 
U.S. plans for a lander. 


"There's no doubt they could 


scoop us this one. All they need is 
a little luck," said a sicentist at 
the California Institute of 
Technology. Caltech's Jet Pro- 
pulsion Laboratory—JPL—here, 
operated for the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Adminis- 


tration, built Mariner 9 and is 
directing its flight. 


Speculation about Martian life 


has fascinated astronomers since 
1877 when the Italian astronomer 
Guido Schiaparelli saw faint 
streaks through his telescope and 
called them canals. 


Such speculation was chilled in 


1965 when Mariner 4 approached 
within 6,000 miles of Mars and 
sent back pictures of about one 
per cent of the surface. 


The photos showed a bleak*1 


hostile, crater-pocked surface 
that indicated the planet had 
been bombarded by metoeorites 
like the moon, but not as heavily. 
Other instruments detected an 
atmosphere of predominantly 
carbon dioxide about one hun- 
dredth as dense as earth's at- 
mosphere. 


Mariner 6 and 7 in 1969 photo- 


graphed more of the surface and 
provided strong data that the 
white "frosting" on the polar 
caps is frozen carbon dioxide. 


The space probes showed tem- 
peratures from 240 degrees below 
zero at the poles to 65 degrees at 
the equator. Nothing to en- 
courage proponents of Martial 
life was found. 


But last spring, JPL scientists 


gave a boost to life-on-Mars 
theories with an experiment in 
which they mixed ground glass, 
carbon dioxide and carbon 
monoxide and water vapor to 
simulate the Martian surface and 


irradiated it with Utraviolet 
light. 
Dr. Norman Horowitz, Caltech 


professor of biology, reported 
formation of formaldehyde, 
acetaldehyde and glycolic acid, 
all organic chemicals that are 
precursors of life. 


There's no reason the process 


isn't hccurring on Mars, he said, 
adding: "Mars is maginal for- 
mlife, but still a good pos- 
sibility." 


Mariners 6 and 7 also showed 


large areas where the Martian 
surface appeared to have sunk as 
if in a landslide, and an area 
several hundred miles across 
where there were no craters. 
Recent study of the 1969 pictures 
led several Cornell University 
researchers to suggest that lines 
near the poles might be grooves 
similar to those caused on earth 
by movement of glaciers. 
Presumably, glaciers on Mars 
would be of frozen carbon 
dioxide.

City Engineer Bob Scott 


reaffirmed this to the mayor and 
commissioners. 


City 
officials 
called 
on 


Manager Brockman to obtain 
costs projections on easement 
acquisitions and more details, 
particularly a map showing the 
water line's "direct" route and 
its longer route for further study 
at a future work session. 


Brockman said . the city can 


finance the bond issue from 
existing and future revenues it 
will derive from the industrial 
district with $16,458 coming from 
property taxes, another $2,000 in 
franchise taxes from the TP&L 
on electrical service to the 
district, and in $24,000 in sales tax 
anticipated from one industrial 
plant alone, and the possibility of 
further sale tax revenue from one 
or more plants already in the 
park. This totals $42,458 in 
revenue in sight now against 
average bond retirement costs 
over the 20-year maturity of 
$20,000 annually, he pointed out. 


"I don't think it will take 


$250,000 even," Manager Brock- 
man said of the improvements 
outlined, and added if the full 
amount were not needed the city 
didn't have to sell all the bonds. 


Besides the specific projects, 


waterline, sewer line, water plant 
improvements at Halbert, he 
pointed out the other costs to be 
financed by the bond issue would 
be engineering fees, brokerage 
fees on sale of the bonds and 
acquiring easements. 


City Engineer Bob Scott sub- 


mitted written recommendations 
which he said he would present as 
formal recommendations to the 
next City Commission meeting. 
"If you approve of these 


recommendations, then we would 
need to obtain approval of the 
State Highway Department and 
have necessary 
ordinances 


drawn incorporating them," 
Scott said. The recommendations 
stemmed from a survey Scott 
made with Tommy Bates, 
maintenance superintendent of 
the highway department here. 


The city engineer pointed out 


that by ordinance speed limits in 
Corsicana are 30 mph unless 
otherwise designated by or- 
dinance and posted limits, 
whereas outside the city limits, 
state allowed highway limits are 
70 mph. 


For Hwy 22, City Engineer 


Scott recommended Corsicana 
set the speed limit from Farm 
Road 744 (city limits line by 
Corsicana High School) at 50 mph 
for 2,700 feet east toward town, 
then 40 mph from there to the 
hospital entrance where the limit 
would continue at the present 30 
mph. At the same time City 
Engineer Scott recommended 
Corsicana ask the state to 
establish a 60 mile zone from 
Farm Road 744 westward by 1,000 
feet. 


City officials reacted promptly 


they favored the speed zone 1000 
feet west of town be 50 rather 
than 60 mph, and that from the 
high school all the way eastward 
to the hospital entrance be zoned 
40 mph, and the city engineer 
said he would revise his formal 
recommendations to reflect this 
sentiment. 


He pointed out by map, and 


written resume, that the speed 
limit on 45th St., which becomes 
part of Farm Road 2555 west of 
the IOOF, tieing in with Hwy 22, 


is 30 miles inside town and 70 
miles outside, and recommended 
that the city raise the speed 
limits on 45th St. to 45 mph from 
W. 7th Ave. (Hwy 31) clear to its 
north city limits boundary and 
urge the state to set a 
corresponding 45 mph limit on 
the farm road. 


He said these suggested speed 


limits would give the motorist a 
reasonable graduation of speed 
either entering or leaving Cor- 
sicana, and in his opinion are 
"reasonable" for the types of 
development along the routes and 
should provide for the safe and 
effficient movement of traffic 
until there is more development 
along the routes. 


For S. Hwy 75, from the Y in- 


tersection with Hwy 287, he 
recommends establishing a 40 
mph zone for 1,200 feet, then 50 
mph for the next 1,200 feet (from 
near Corsican Motel to Dr. 
Pepper plant), and graduate the 
speed to 60 mph from there to 
where Business Route 75 S 
merges with IH 45 bypass. He 
pointed out that the present speed 
limit along this entire route was 
70 mph as posted. 


For Hwy 287 at the Y in- 


tersection with S. Hwy 75 (by 
Hervey Motor Co.), he recom- 
mends establishinging a 40 mph 
zone to just south of IH 45 bypass, 
and from that point a 55 mph zone 
for the next l,20fffeet south, and 
beyond that the state allowed 
highway speed of 70 mph. At 
present, he pointed out the speed 
limits on Hwy 287 is 70 south of IH 
45 and 30 north back toward town. 


To solve a traffic problem at W. 


2nd Ave. and N. 15th St., the city 
engineer recommends banning 


parking on both sides of W. 2nd 
one block west, and on both sides 
of N. 15th St. one block south of 
the intersections, laning off four 
lanes of traffic. He proposes 
making the center lane east 
bound on W. 2nd "straight 
through" and the right lane a 
"right turn lane" only. (Second 
avenue narrows to a two-lane 
width east of N. 15th, and 
correspondingly N. 15th narrows 
to two lanes north of W. 2nd Ave.) 
For 15th St. he proposes that the 
northbound center lane would be 
marked for a left turn, while the 


curb or outside lane would be 
marked for proceeding straight 
across 2nd or turning right (east) 
on 2 nd Ave. 


Such a change would eliminate 


present confusion for motorists 
as to just who has the right-of- 
way. 


City officials indicated they 


wanted to give consideration on 
the parking ban to residents and 
businesses in the area who most 
would be affected, but otherwise 
this appeared to be a desirable 
solution.

Although 
children eligible for the program 
come from a variety of social and 
economic backgrounds, they 
have one thing in common; the 
need for love, proper guidance 
and someone to provide the 
necessities of food, clothing and 
shelter. 


"To provide these needs, the 


foster home should consist of two 
parents", Mrs. Pryor said. 
"Foster parents should be 


children's daily care and ac- 
tivities. 


"Selecting foster homes is done 


with care so that both the foster 
parents and the foster child will 
find the experience rewarding." 


To become a foster parent, an 


application to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare is 
necessary so that the Agency 
may make a study of each 
member of the family before 
recommending that a license for 
foster care be issued by the State.
